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The foUowing information pertinent to Subject, KODAMA f oshio, has been ex- 
oerpted verbatim from the above referenced doeament. 

1* It is very^ diffieult to deteroine the exact degree of personal leadershlp vhioh 
is exerted by General UQAKI Issei (or. Kazunari) over the various groups vbich claim 
him as their leader. His position is considerably oiore than honorary, and it appesj 
tbat top-level centralisation end coordination of ef forts of the various agendes 
(kikan) and groups is becomlng more effectlve day by day. On the other hånd, it 
seetns that such of the direction vhich supposedJy comes from General UGAKI actually 
comes from ona of several top-level advisors* 

2. These advisors, in closa contact to UGAKI, seem to constitute a sort of semi- 
autonomous ” board of directors” for the activities of the principal operative 
”klkans” or agendes, such as, for sxample, the ARISOE Kitep, the IWAA7E Kikan, the 
KAWAGUCHI Kikan, and the NEMDTO-WATAHABE (iku) Jiro Operations on Formosa« Maxy of 
the ” directors board” have becc e identified at one time or another or rather con- 
sistently vith one particular operative agency: for exasq>le, Lt. Generals KAWABE 

and TAHAKA have been long closely concerned vith the videspread activities of the 
ARISOE Kikan; for a long period of time, the KAVAGOCHI Kil4n functioned under almosl 
direct orders of the Vice Admiral KOBAYASHI and then XOKOIAMA lui as well. KABEYAKA 
vas closely affiliated vith the groups adhering to HOHIUCHI Ganjo an d KDDAMA YoahiQ 
vhen the latter individuals vere aetively engaged in operating their ovn groups froii 
early 1949 up to a few months ago. 

{2) The Group of Chief Advisors. (”Board of Directors") 



HJOALl&RA_Fusanosuke. fori^^ Foreign Office official. His chief function, in line 
vith XOKOIAMA Xui*s efforts, is direct high-level liaison to leading figures at the 
Foreign Office such as KAWAMOEA and HORIUCHI Qanjo, and direction of the Foreign 
Office man vitbin the UGAXI Groups such as BABA, HIDAKA Kensuks (former minister to 
Italy), SHINOHARA, HAGIHARA, (both foraerly Foreign Office), A5APA, Goro (former 
Foreign Office intelligence in Bangkok) and the latter* s other director, MATSUMOTO 
Sbunichi, former Minister Plenipotexztlary to Indo-China and Vice Foreign Minister. 
Ha also vlelds considerable influence vith politicians of the Liberal Party vho ara 
of the UGAKI organlzation such as INUKAI Ken and SHIDEHÅRA. All of these fig- 
ures, including HISAHAKA, are members of the committee for liaison purposes vhich 
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l8 beaded by TSUCHIBA lutaka. 

The above personages are the chief top-level "advlsors" of the groups. HORIOCHI Ganjo 
was at one time very closely identifled vlth theee men, but persona! animoslty tovards 
HOHIUCHI grev so greatly in the early spring of 1950 t^t he and his organisation , the 
Far Fast Affalrs ^searoh Society, are not even part of the UGAKI federation, although 
many Individual operatives f^om the F.F.A.R.S. have svung over to agenciea vithin the 
federation, and KDDAMA loshio and his entire organisation have nov come under ARISDE's 
direction. 

B. The Chief Operative Agenoles.

Onder the leaderahip ot Lt» General ARISUE Seizo, vith overall supervision from 
KAWABE and TARAKA, the ARISUE Kikan is another looae federation of gigantio propor* 
tions roughly divisible into three separate ageneies; the WATAIiAfiF KAJcan, headed by 
Major General VATARAfiS Vataru; the HAGI KUcan, headed hy Hsijor General HAGI; and re- 
eently, the KDDAMA Filcan. Ih addition to these subordinate and sometimes autononous 
agenciea, ARISDE maintai^ olose liaison vith the top level of American intelligence 
in Tokyo, GHQ, and operates vith eonsiderable influanee, through his position as ad* 
visor to TStTCHIDA TutaJoa'a oommittee along vith General TAHAKA, in eontroHing Foreign 
Office and political oonnections of the UGAKI federation, and in the Formosan opera- 
tions of NEH)T0 Hlroshl.

KODAMA Kikan metf^are principallOT made up of KDBAMA's old Ken^i associates sucb as 
Colonal KAJalAI of the Sorge Case, the KAKANO Intelligence School Clique (vherein KODAMA 
and li^^^ Takeo cross vires), and the present Civil Service Board of the Japanese gov- 
er nment^ Through this latter agency, KODAMA viXl have eonsiderable to do vith influ- 
encing selectlon of the nev Reserve Police Force officers. 

(2^ The B/AAZE-OIKAWA Kll«n , 

Originally under the overt leaderahip of Lt« General OIKAWå Genshichi but nov 
v'nder the more active leaderahip of Lt. General IWAAZE Takeo, (IWABUCHI Goshichi); 
OIKAUA is deputy for the combined ageneies* This group is conposed of and led by mem- 
bers of the MA^iK) School Clique; IHAA2E was the first direotor of the Intelligence 
School at Kakano, and his chief operations officer is Col* KAGAVA loshio, former chief 
intelligence Instructor there. There is eonsiderable duplication on the lover echelons 
vith the ARISUK and KODAMA Kikmns, but that is chief ly because all adhere to TSUCKIDA 
lutaka's National Peace and independence Committee vhich serves as a liaison point« 
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
